As you walk about In these places today, 
50U are bumped, shoved, atopped on. Clgarets 
Oity be stuck In your facet or you may bo 
driven off the sidewalk by a little band of 
irlsnds marching five abreast.

Sut the observable fact Is that this 
other breed Is on the Increase. And many 
people who are models of gentle, considerate 
^b chaTlor inLthpl^dmas-ond-own-soclatset-' 
ting arc callous robots on the public streets. 

ITiere Is no need for this. Numbers, how- 
ever Jammed together, do not excuse human 
"irutallty. If you would do one important 
" ' ig for your self and your community In 
.DS4, it should be this: 
Wall: the atreeta, ride the trains, drive your 
shop In the stores, sit In the theaters. 
If you understood even' minute of the time 
lit you live in the world of other flesh-and- 
ilood humana like yourself. Bo scnsUlvc to

lame consideration you want. If you do that 
ateadiiy, then American life will begin to 
regain eome ot the grace and gentleness and 
warmth it has lost under the crushing prcs- 
I sures of the population avalanche,

How to keep a convalescent child 
quiet In bed as per the doctor's or- 
dtn baa grayed many a mother's 
head. Including my own. 

Knowing our wintertime quou 
of colds, flu, fevers and you-name- 
It allmenta Is high In iplto of super- 
conscientious precautions, I'm al- 
wsyi open to Ideas and suggestions 
for something to occupy the patient 
while I tend to necessary household 
duties. 

After the crisis passes and the 
little paUent atortg complaining 
about the restrictions of bed rest, 
you must tax your Inienulty to find 
tlma-pasilng entertainment. 

These susEutlona I've gathered 
from friends and personal experi- 
ence may work for you. too. 

Plan detlnlU play periods with the 
convaleKcnt. Usually late morning 
and late nftenioon are fussy times 
when a child particularly needs 
■dult consolatloiL I try to do neces- 
sary housework immediately after 
breakfast when the patient, fresh 
from sleep, can entertain herself. 

To start her off on a morning 
project, you must provide a flat 
working surface. Yoii can impro- 
vise a bedtable from a cardboard 
carton turned upalde down and 
with space cut out on the sides for 
Utile legs. 

A paper bag taped to one side will 
help corral paper scraps. You con 
also fold a newspaper to make a 
pocket for crayons. 

Assemble a box or basket of play 
material, Bulc Ingredients are *cls- 
crayons, pencil, string, cello- 
phans tape, construction paper. 
Your children moy be old enoush 
or careful enough to be trusted with 
'Sler paints and a paste pot. 
tlsld Uie household-for.Euch ma- 
terials as left-over fabrle scraps, 
empty paper bags, bits of yam, bot- 
tle tops, buttons, old greeting cords 
and magazines, discorded clean food 
csrtons, and so on. 

Using these oddfl and ends, en- 
courage the child to make Valentino 
gttellngs or to tape up a picture 
on construction paper or cardboard. 
Or maka a "funny people" serap- 
book from ««ort«d cutcuts of heads, 
lets, arms, animals and such.

Newspaper dolls ore easy to make. 
And I think It's Important for a 
alck young child to be able to finish 
a project In a short time.

Thin rolls of paper taped or 
safety-pinned to the fat roll make 
the arms. Then the fun bcslns. The 
"doll" needs a face cither crayoned 
on or cut out of paper and taped 
on wllh crcpe paper or yam curls. 

Bits of string make eyelashes. 
Bright dresses made from tissue 
paper or gift-wrap paper con be 
draped In place and held with paper 
clips or tape.
